Medicaid Recipients Required 
To Pay Co-Payments 


Beginning July 1, 1985, most 
Medicaid recipients will be required 
to pay copayments for several 
Medicaid services. Currently, 
recipient copayments are required 
only on prescription drugs. Drug 
copayments range from 50 cents to 
$3, depending on the cost of the 
prescription. 

Copayments are being expanded 
to other services in order to better 
control recipient utilization of the 
program. Medicaid providers 
physicians, hospitals, etc.--may not 
deny services to an eligible Medicaid

Social Security Also Benefits 


Younger People 


It's true that Social Security 
provides monthly benefits and 
Medicare protection for most older 
Americans. But it also has much to 
offer younger people. Since 1985 is 
the International Year of Youth, it is 
particulary appropriate to take a 
closer look at the program. 

Social Security pays benefits to 
about 3.4 millions sons and 
daughters of insured workers. Pay 
ments are made when a parent dies 
or receives disability or retirement 
checks after having worked long 
enough under Social Security. The 
worker's unmarried children under 
18 (19 if in high school full time) or 
who have been severly disabled 
since before age 22 are eligible for 
benefits. 

When young people start 
working, they earn work credits so 
that some day benefits can be paid 
on their Social Security record, Since 
most jobs are covered by Social 
Security today, any and all credits 
earned count toward future benefits 
In the case of a young worker, as 
little as 14 years of work credits are 
required to be insured 

Benefits are payable when a 
worker becomes disabled and cannot 
do any substantial gainful work for at 
least a year. A worker's dependent’s 
can get benefits when the worker 
dies or receives disability checks 
Social Security only partially 
replaces earnings that are lost or 
reduced due to death, disability, or 
retirement, Therefore, workers 
should begin early to build additional 
protection through Savings 
insurance, pensions, IRA’s, or other 
methods 

If you wish more information 
about the program, need a Social 
Security card, or feel you are eligible

The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety estimates that 14 
people will be killed in traffic 
accidents during the Fourth of July 
holiday period, according to Col. 
Byron Prescott, department director. 

The holiday begins at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, July 3, and runs 
through midnight Sunday, July 7, for 
a total of 102 hours. Last year during 
the 30-hour holiday there were two 
fatalities, both on urban roadways. 


Nationwide, the National Safety 
Council anticipates 580 to 680 
fatalities and 26,000 to 31,000 dis- 
abling injuries during the holiday. 

Prescott urged all motorist to 
drive carefully, courteously and 
defensively to insure their safety and 
that of other travelers. 

“The Fourth of July holiday is 
one of the most widely celebrated 
here in Alabama, and for that 
reason, we expect a much heavier 
than usual traffic flow,’’ he said.

Prescott said State Troopers will 
be patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from roadways and to remind 
all motorists to exercise extreme 
caution, Also, additional troopers 
will be on duty under federal grant 
programs aimed at DUI and speed 
limit enforcement. 

Prescott said motorists should 
obey the speed limit and all other 
traffic laws, use safety belts and 
child restraints and make any 
arrangements necessary to insure 
that they do not drive after or while 
drinking.

Horticulture Tips

PHOTINIA LEAF SPOT 


Leaf spot of photinia remains a 
real headache for many Coffee 
County homeowners. Reports of leaf 
spot outbreaks have come from every 
corner of the county this spring. This 
disease is usually found on one 
woody ornamental, red-tip photinia 
(P. x fraseri) but loquat is another 
common host of leaf spot. 

Leaf spot is often hard to control 
on photinia. Sanitation practices 
such as collecting fallen diseased 
leaves are not very effective. An 
intensive fungicide spray program is 
often needed to keep leaf spot in 
check. The wettable powder (75W) 
and flowable formulations (4.17F) of 
Daconil 2787 are the best bet for 
disease control in home landscapes. 
Application rates for Daconil 2787 
4.17F and Daconil 2787 7SW are 2/3 
Tbs. and 1 1/2 Tbs., respectively, 
per gallon of water. A curative 
program of weekly fungicide sprays 
plus severe pruning to stimulate bud 
break may restore the ‘ieauty of 
damaged plants. For be:t results 
sprays should begin at bud break 
and be continued until the foliage 
matures in the spring or fall. Once 
the disease is under control, 
continue fungicide applications at 
about 14 day intervals. 


SOOTY MOLD 

Sooty mold is a black, fungal 
growth that is often found on the 
foliage of gardenias, camellias, 
azaleas, and many other 
ornamental shrubs. The fungus is 
not directly harmful to the plant but 
thrives on the excrement or 
‘*honeydew”’ from aphids and white- 
flies which pose a major threat to 
plant vigor. 

By controlling aphids and white- 
flies with Diazinon or Malathion, 
sooty mold will eventually decline. 
But the sooty mold problem cannot 
be completely solved without 
controlling the insect problem first. 


SLIME MOLD 

Slime mold is caused by a group 
of non- parasitic fungi that live on 
dead organic matter. During periods 
of warm, wet weather, these fungi

Pine pulpwood in our region sold 
for an average of $17 a standing 
cord, and the low price was $13, and 
the high was $24. The demand for 
pine pulpwood is poor. 

These prices are given as a 
guide. A lot of things will affect how 
much landowners get for timber. The 
grade and size of the timber, 
logging conditions, length of haul, 


volume per acre, competition and 
demand all affect prices received.

Kinston City Council Told That 


Water Supply is Diminishing 


The Kinston City Council met in 
special session on Wednesday, June 
26, at city hall and agreed to go on 
record as asking all citizens to stop 
the use of city water except for 
essential needs.

Enforcement Of 21-Year Old 
Drinking Age To Start Oct. 1 


The state Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board will begin strictly 
enforcing the new 21-year-old

The act, however, allows persons 
under the legal drinking age to work 
in licensed establishments under 
certain conditions, Gray said, The 
act reads, ‘‘It shall be permissible to 
employ persons in an on-premise 
licensed establishment under the 
legal drinking age such as pro- 
fessional entertainers, show people, 
musicians, cashiers, ushers, 
hostesses, waiters and waitresses, 
bus boys or girls, and the like, 
provided they do not serve, dispense 
or consume alcoholic beverages and 
there is an adult in attendance at all 
times.”’ 

Gray said anyone convicted of 
violating the new act could be fined 
up to $100, be jailed for 30 days, or 
both, -‘I think this act will decrease 
the number of intoxicated drivers on 
the road and make Alabama a better 
place to live,’’ he said,
